Prom the Army of the Allies commanded by the Duke of 
*Marlbotough , encamp'd at Neudorp, May 28. 

On the 25th, We broke up from Hochr, pafs'd 
the Jeckar over feveral Bridges laid for that purpofe, 
and march’d to Hautin, where we were fo little ex- 
peéted by the Enemy, that they had made a Difpo- 
fition to forrage therethe fame Morning: But on 
Notice of our March, they ftruck their Tents, and 
Madea little Motion, placing their Right where be- 
fore ftood their Left ; And fo continued under their 
Arms‘all thar Night. The 26th we purfued our 
March hither, whereupon the Enemy retir’d with 
great Precipitation to Borkworm, leaving 2 Battal- 
lions in Tongres; who between 10 and 11 in the 
Morning blew up rhe Gates and Works which they 
had not had time to demolifh, as foon as our Troops 
appear'd, and made‘off to their ‘Army, with fome 
Squadtons that continued near that Place to cover 
their Retreat. The Right of the Enemies Line is 
Borkworm, and their Head-Quarters at Op- 
heeren. "Tis advis'd that Prince Tferclaes de Tilly 
joyn'd them on the 26th at Midnight, with the Ele- 
or of Cologi'e’s- Troops.
